London, Sept. 21!. — The indications at 
the agency of the Transvaal government 
in this city point to the belief that war is 
Inevitable. 

Preparations are being made for re- 
moving the furniture from the head- 
quarters and the gloomiest impression in 
regard to the outcome of the crisis seems 
to prevail. 

Mr. Montague White, consul-general 
of the South Africa Republic iu London, 
wished to return to Pretoria, but was 
informed by his government that in the 
event of war he would be more useful 
at Brussels. 

Natal Afrikanders Move. 

London, Sept, 20. — The Times to-day 
has a despatch from Pietermaritzburg, 
Natal, reporting that u meeting which 
has aroused a strong feeling among the 
loyalists was held by the Afrikanders. 
A strongly worded resold lion was pass- 
ed asking the government to recall the 
colonist forces on the border as their 
presence there is inimical to peace and is 
calculated to cause trouble with their 
fellow Afrikanders. A telegram from 
Premier Sobreiner was read saying the 
government was working for peace. The 
meeting, notwithstanding, passed the re- 
solution, -which was supported by two 
justices of the peace. 

Orange Free State. 

Capetown, Sept. 20.— The South Afri- 
can News to-day prints a despatch' from 
Pretoria saying the alleged change in 
British public opinion and the alarming 
reports subsequent to the meeting of the 
cabinet are considered hopeful signs. 

There is no official news from Bloem- 
fontein, but there is not the slightest 
doubt about the attitude of the Orange 
Free State. 

At a meeting of the Scandinavians 
there it was unanimously decided to sup- 
port tlx? government. 
Only twenty members of the Free State 
rtiatl nre in town and it is expected the 
legislature will dissolve at any moment. 

The Jews at a meeting have resolved to 
support the government, and have of 
fereil to equip and provision a police 
corps of 200 men. 

Piet ICruger. grandson of the President 
of the Transvaal, in u letter to the 
volkstcin asks whether or not it is the 
government's duty to inform the Im- 
perial government that any further land- 
ing of troops will be considered a casus 
belli. 

There is feverish activity ill till til 
departments and the despatch of riders 
carrying Instructions to towns removed 
from the telegraph lines is continuous, 

Irishmen Want Vengeance. 

Johannesburg, Sept. 20.— A manifesto 
has been issued here by a number of 
Irishmen urging the Irish to strike a 
good blow at England which has "held 
the Irish people in bondage." 

Canada Will Assist. 

Ottawa, Sept. 20.— General Hutton left 
for the Northwest and Pacific Coast to- 
day. His present'tirrnngeiuents will keep 
him away six weeks at least unless in 
the event of the outbreak of hostilities in 
South Africa, when he will at once re- 
turn to Ottawa to organize a Canadian 
contingent.

UPTON'S WO IlKINGME N. 

Public Touched by a Statement of 
13,000 Persons' Grievance's, 

London, Sept. 10.— General sympathy 
is expressed here for Sir Thomas Up- 
ton's workpeople, who have put forward 
to-day a statement of their grievances. 
About 13,000 persons are employed in his 
London warehouse. The average num- 
ber of bonis .1 week of labor, it seems, 
is tifty-tive. The men's ■wnges vary 
from IS to 24 shillings a week, while the 
wages of the girls average only 7 shill- 
ings n week. Any attempt to form an 
organization to better their condition, 
it is said, is followed promptly both by 
the dismissal of those taking purl in it 
and of those known as leaders among the 
working people. The men claim that 
their wages are the lowest known in the 
trade. Another linn in the same line of 
business is paying girls 15 shillings a 
week for forty-live hours of work. The 
defence of Lipton's manager is that there 
are plenty of unemployed persons willing 
to work for the same wages. Public 
opinion, however, does not consider that 
this is a sufficient answer to the com- 
plaints of the workpeople.

September 18. 1772. War between Rus- 
sia and Austria was Imminent, and Prus- 
sia -whs likely to be drawn Into it, Pence 
was concluded at the expense of poor 
Poland, In which both Russia and Aus- 
tria had already done considerable grab- 
bing and the three powers now arranged 
to set bounds lo their robberies.

In Russia alone the aristocratic convicts 
number 12,000, an army of btue-bloodi (1 
prisoners which would stretch in single 
tile 111 intervals of a yard a distance ol 
nearly seven miles, and would take two 
hours to pass a saluting point. 

In Itnly, loo, the aristocracy s repre- 
sented in the gaols by thousands ol i 
meiubors, men who ihrough pride or i 
rtorance cannot earn honest livings I 
work. ami. having exhausted their for- 
tunes by e.xtiavagancc. prey "" >'"'"' 
fellows 'lor their own support. these 
men range in "ink from princes and 
dukes to young scions of impoverished 
and now obscure noble families. 

In one of. the Belgian penitentiaries a 
prince and serene highness is undergoing 
a long sentence of solitary connnenicut. 
His full title is his Serene Highness 
Prince Charles Loo/, et Uoswnrcm, and 
ho is the descendant of a long line ol 
ducal princes, one of whom was prime 
minister of King Charles IV of Spain. 

Two of the life convicts in the famous 
Italian prison. La Mudolomi, arc two 
brothers, dukes of Notnrburtolo, who 
committed one of the most eoward.y mur- 
ders in the whole history of crime. A 
young artillery captain, nil officer of 
great prominence, whose only crime was 
that his birth was plebeian, had djired 
to fall in hive with the beautiful sister 
or the two dukes, and for this presump- 
tion they decided lo murder him. 

They cultivated his friendship, and af- 
fected to tal;.' the most sympathetic in- 
terest in his suit. When his suspicion 
was iiiiito disarmed, they invited him to 
dine with them, ami, as lie was leaving 
tlie table after a sumptuous dinner in 
which wine and good wishes had circulat- 
ed freely, they stabbed him i" the back 
and threw his lifeless body out id' the 
window. 

At the trial it was discovered that 
these high-born murderers were leading 
members of the "Miifin." one of the 
leagues of murderers nnd blackmailers 
that terrorize Europe, and that for years 
they had lived on crime of the most con- 
temptible character. 

A companion convict in the Madeleiia 
is the Duke of Cnrueciola, tlie represen- 
tative of one of the noblest houses in 
Italy, whose crime was almost worse

Mr. Wallace 
wiiould have ascertained the facts before 
making his criticism. If he had douc 
so he would have learned Unit the 
Crow's Nest Pass Coal Company did not 
receive its lands from the Turner gov- 
ernment, nor were the lands given to 
any one. When Col. Baker and his 
associates bought coal lands in Crow's 
-Nest Pass, lie was not a member of the 
government or in any sense of the word 
n political speculator, and lie paid the 
regular price for them. Tin, general 
opinion at the time was that Col. Baker 
was giving a fresh illustration of how 
•Illicitly certain people and their money 
are parted. We have in this an illus- 
tration of the eminent unfairness with 
which enterprising people are frequently 
treated. Col. Laker aft,.,- long and 
expensive examination concluded that 
the coal binds in question would one day 
be valuable, and he invested in them 
accordingly, thus exhibiting the old- 
fashioned British enterprise which has 
accomplished so much in all parts of the 
world. lie used his own money and 
obtained nothing from any one through 
political favor. For this be has been 
attacked and his motives and conduct 
have been misrepresented on every pos- 
sible occasion. About three years ago 
the peojde of Ontario learned that there 
was such a place as British Columbia, 
and they began forthwith to find fault 
with everything that had been done 
here. Every political act, every railway 
subsidy, every sale of crown land was 
characterized us corrupt, and it became 
quite 'the popular thing to represent Mr. 
Turner and his colleagues as a band of 
respectable thieves, filching from the 
province by means of laws pushed 
through the legislature by corrupt 
moans, A visiting minister after hcar- 



l'bere is no doubt a great deal in 
Alderman llayward said at: the city 
council on Monday night in regard to the 
prospect of the city's ultimate success in 
some of the bridge suits, and it is be- 
cause of this that we think the proposal 
to endeavor to effect an amicable settle- 
ment a wise one.

Lawsuits are ex- 
pensive luxuries, and while we are not 
disposed to find very much fault with 
those who took the position that the 
legal responsibility of the city should he 
established before an undertaking was 
given to pay anything, We think now 
the public will ratify a friendly settle- 
ment. Of course it is a matter on which 
the taxpayers must be consulted in the 
end for the city council has no inherent 
authority to settle suits pending judg- 
ment. 



whatever the correct figures may be, 
there has unquestionably been n great 
gain in recent years. The first estimate 
was made in 1818, when Mordecai M. 
Noah placed the number at .1,000. They 
were thought to have doubled by 1826, 
and in 1840 they were supposed to be at 
least 15,000. During the next eight 
years immigration was more rapid, for 
Berk's estimate made in 1S48 was 
50,000. In 1880 the number was 
thought to have swelled to 230,257. tin 
1S88 the number was estimated at 
400,000, and in 1807, when the last 
estimate previous to the present one 
was published, the figures were 037,800. 
In the last nineteen years the number of 
Jewish immigrants into the United 
States has reached 547,850, only count- 
ing those who have entered the country 
by way of New York, Philadelphia and 
Baltimore. It is easy to see that at this 
rate the .Jewish element of the popula- 
tion of the United 'States will in the 
course of another twenty-live years be 
an exceedingly important factor finan- 
cially, industrially, and possibly politi- 
cally.

DEVELOPMENT OF THE ISLAND. 

The announcement made in our tele- 
graphic columns a few days ago that 
-Messrs. Mackenzie, Mann & Co. have 
secured the charter granted at the last 
session of parliament for the construc- 
tion of a railway from Edmonton to 
Yellow Head Pass is of special interest 

1 ause one feature of that charter is 

that it contemplates an extension of the 
line io the coast by the route proposed 
for the British Pacific. Of all the route's 
from the Rocky Mountains to the ocean 
this is by far the best. There is sonic 
dilHcuIt work on the coast end, but as a 
rule it is not what would be regarded 
elsewhere in the province as very heavy. 

fti the event of (his line being adopted 
for the proposed Canada Northern, the 
intention of the promoters would prob- 
ably be to select some port on Vaucotl- 
Island as the terminus of the road with 
a view of developing commerce with 
Asia. We took occasion a few days 
ago to speak of the great importance of 
securing rail to the north end of the Is- 
land in connection with the growing 
commerce of the northern goldfields. if 
the plans of Messrs. Mackenzie, Mann 
it Co. take the direction indicated, they 
will doubtless Include u_ road running 
lengthwise of the Island from the ter- 
minus of the B. & N. Then if some of 
the projects for connection between the 
southern end of the Island and the 
Mainland materialize, a new future will 
open for this portion of the province. 

(If nothing is the Colonist more per- 
suaded than that the greatest interests 
of Victoria are hound up with Island de- 
velopment. 



To-night the promoters of the Victoria- 
Cbilliwack scheme will present their 
views at a public meeting. The attend- 
ance ought to be large and the discussion 
thorough. The Colonist has its own 
views upon the project, but .does not 
think it advisable to express them pend- 
ing the meeting, because they are sub- 
ject to change after hearing what may 
be alleged for and against the plan. \Yo 
hope the meeting will initiate its pro- 
ceedings by the adoption of some rule of 
discussion. The promoters of the pro- 
ject ought to be given a full opportunity 
of explaining it, but subsequent speak- 
ers ought to be limited as to time. Too 
often at public meetings in this city one 
or two speakers occupy so much of the 
time that many who would like to ex- 
press their views are debarred from do- 
ing so and even then the meeting is pro- 
longed to an unreasonable hour. The 
proposition to be submitted to the meet- 
ing is a business one and should bo dis- 
cussed as such. 




The great pile raft which the Czarina 
was towing from Paget Sound to San 
Francisco seems to have been lost be- 
yond recovery. The raft contained 
11,000 piles. The Czarina had got her 
tow nretty well down the California 
coast when the great 14-inch hawser 
parted in a heavy northwest gale, anil 
the raff vanished in the darkness, since 
when parts of it have been reported off 
Point Arena. Tin's huge bundle of 
sticks is supposed to be Hooting 
somewhere around in the ocean not far 
from the track of coasting vessels 1 , h 
would he a very ugly sort of customer 
for a steamer to encounter unawares. 
The first raft of this kind was built at 
.loggias, X. S., and ivus to have been 
towed to Boston. It went to pieces mi 
the way, and for some lime fears were 
expressed by navigators that the Heat- 
ing logs would do great damage to the 
innumerable vessels plying off the New 
England coast. So far as is known no 
harm resulted to any one, and not a 
slick of the raft was ever seen again. 
The ocean is a large place.

One hundred and thirty-four men of 
Company 10 of the Roynl Artillery, who 
as previously announced left Halifax for 
Victoria on Saturday evening last will 
arrive here oil Friday, As many fami- 
lies of the men accompanying them there 
is some speculation as to when- all will 
find accommodation. The barracks at 
Work Point are hardly large enough and 
considerable building will, it is believed, 
have to be done. Large appropriations 
have been made for the work and. it is 
expected, a start towards carrying out 
the proposed programme of operations 
will be Immediately made. 

Col, Collard, of Halifax, who, as has 
been stated, reached Victoria last Satur- 
day ami who it is understood will overset? 
much of the work to be done, says that 
the barracks grounds will lie extended 
two blocks to give' room for more build- 
ings, to be erected, but the number of 
these he does not state. The garrison 
will he eventually strengthened to the 
number of 1120 men. the second detach- 
ment to arrive being brought from Eng- 
land.

Rev. Sheldon Jackson Writes 
Graphically of Recent Mask 
an Experiences. 



Earth Opens and Envelops 
Huge Tidal Wave— Panic 
Amongst Residents. 



Concerning the recent onrtliqiiaJ 
along the uoirst of. Alaska, ltev. Sheldon 
Jackson, educational agent for Alaska 
writes its follows from Yukutat under 
date of September 17: 

"The first shock was experienced on 
•Sunday, September 3, but, being slight 
caused no alarm, During the following 
week other shocks were felt, and people 
began to get nervous. On September 10, 
lit D a.m., the shocks became so vio- 
lent as to cause genuine apprehension 
During the following live hours then 
were fifty-two distinct shocks, culniiuat 
ing at .'( p.m. in a shock so severe that 
the people of Yakut nt were hurled vio- 
lently across their looms, or, if outside, 
thrown to the ground, while pictures fell 
from tlio walls and clocks and dishe 
crashed from the shelves, and house 
rocked and swayed and whirled, wliil 
the mission bell rang- violently in the 
Skakiile church tower. 

"Panic-stricken the inhabitants regain- 
ed their feet and attempted to llee to th 1 
hills, only to be ugaiti and again thrown 
to the cacti). 

"Gaining the hills and looking seaward 
thej were transfixed with horror as they 
saw :i great tidal wave, apparently 
wall of water thirty feet high, approach- 
ing with the speed of a race horse, that 
would engulf their .village and 
-away their homes. Before the shore was 
reached the earth opened in the bottom of 
the harbor and into this chusm the tidal 
wave spout its force, and around it th 
sea swirled like a great maelstrom. Till 
saved .the willage froia. destruction. Th 
tide would rise ten feel in the space o 
four or live minutes and in an equally 
short time .go down again. 

"These sudden fluctuations being fre- 
quently repeated, tents were pitched on 
the high hills hack of the village, ami 
nearly the whole population are camping 
out, fearing another tidal wave may 
■come. From September 10 to the pres- 
ent there have been frequent shocks, one 
having occurred this afternoon. 

"Near Hubbard glacier, on Disenchant- 
ment bay, wore 'Camped i three miners, A. 
Pleur, W. Rock, and .T. W. Johnson, and 
four foot above I the -sea, at an elevation 
of sixty-four feet above. the sea. When 
the heavy shock of. Sunday. September 
10, was experienced, the Flcuer party 
hod .nigged a (machine, and (he members 
were [marking .the .oscillations of the 
earthquake waves, when, without a mo- 
ment's warning, they were thrown vio- 
lently across the 'tent. At the same 
moment a large fresh water lake back of 
thiiir camp and .about forty feet above 
■it was -split open, and the waters thrown 
upon the camp. 
"Eoforc the miners. could regain, their 
• feet they were being swept out to' sea; 
then, almost at thessamo moment, they 
wore mot 'by :the :tid;ll wave, picked up, 
and not only washed ashore, hut over a 
hill fully forty feet high and landed on 
the crest of the divide. Gaining their 
feet they ran along the crest, with the 
tidal \wa.ve boiling , and -seething at their 
feet alongside of the hill. Afterwards 
one of the party found his baggage and 
clothes one and one-half miles up on 
the mountain -side, When; the wave had 
left them. 

"Grout -spruce forests for miles along 
the shore were •nprote'd, broken into 
pieces and massed into great piles with a 
roar ■that -was deafening, Large rocks 
weighing forty tons or more were rolling 
like «o many .pebbles. 

"Hubbard glacier, with its two and a 
half miles of sea front thousands of 
feet -thick, extending for miles back to 
, tin; summit of the mountain, broke from 
its moorings, and, with a grinding inde- 
scribable tout that Shook the surround- 
ing hills, moved bodily from hair to three- 
quarters -of -u •nllle into the sea. 

"A large creek fifteen feet wide, down 
which were rushing Hoods currying trees 
and lmulders, was lifted out of its bed. 
so that (he miners were able to cross 
over to the miners - camp on the opposite 
side of t h,. .stream. A Tew minutes Inter 
it. had sunk back to its former bed, and 
was again an 'irresistible, raging torrent.

'With this 
another boat was secured thai was flout- 
ing on the bay. In these two small boats 
the miners started for Yukuruf bin- -If, 
miles away. The first night they 'made 
icarup on a large moraine, one and a 
half miles from the mountain, "but an 
earthquake during the High! loosened a 
landslide that covered not only (he 
VOBvM, bul also, their rtont. Digghng out 
the ten I and provisions tliev again look- 
to tlieit- bouts. 

'•The second night, terrified bv strange 
noises that issu.Vl from flic earth, .and 
their tents .blown t,> shreds by si range 
■winds that seemed to .come •from ,<rnery 
point of ih,. compass, and .•lends pouring 
down torrents of water, tb.-v took to 
their ihontS. Forcing their 'boats 'for 
1J miles through field* of nwli farming 
J<'e and 1,'! miles of rough sea, they at 
length reached Ynkutut buy in hn'fcty ■ 
"Humors are afloat that h portion of 
<-_apo\St. Bhas and Khtintuak island have 
disappeared in the sea. Wjthonl doubt, 
Wheal a aclentlflo exploration of the 
Mount St. BHas region is hud. there will 
be found many physical changes."

The Collapsed Musical Marvel Com- 
pared 'With the " Snow Image " ef, 
Hawthorne's Beautiful Tale.

meaning, "common-sensible" man — the 
glistening, glancing, dancing little '"snow 
sister" that blind, blundering materialism 
dissolved into a puddle on the hearth 
rugV 



The Story of "The Snow Image" is the 
story of little I'aloma Schramm. 

A little over a year ago little I'aloma 
Schramm, with her nine brief years and 
Jier genius for music was as much of a 
miracle as the snow image. 

BecUiUSO she was, because genius can 
he marketed through the box otllce, be- 
cause easy money-making is not to be 
turned away from, the gifted child was 
carted up and down the country to give 
concerts, to be exhibited, to be kissed 
and gushed over and Mattered and fever- 
ed to put money in the family parse. 

And now, the telegraph tells us, little 
I'aloma Schramm is ill. 

She is broken in body and mind. 

She has had to give over playing— til 
so much per head— to that marvelling, 
self-wearied, novelty-devouring multi- 
tude, the public. The strangely skillful 
baby hands have fallen a-weary from the 
ivory keys, the wonderful baby brain 
that wove its fairy fancies into har- 
mony of sound in languid and confused. 

The stress and excitement and over- 
doing of her brief public career as aa in- 
fant, prodigy has had its natural and to- 
be-expected effect. The oullingoip and 
forcing-out, for money and applause, at 
.-el limes, of that which was the spon- 
taneous expression, the natural babbling 
up of her very soul has bren too great a 
drain on the child's temperament and 
sensitive organization, and illness has 
brought to an abrupt close the concert 
tour that sordidness projected. 

The unresisted— or was it the Irresisti- 
ble— desire to coin her heaven-sent gift, 
the indignant alarmists say, bas.perhups 
robbed her hirth .dower, dins perhaps 
quenched the spark that made her differ- 
ent to other little ten-year-old gii Is. [in- 
patient thrift has nipped in the bud the 
genius that gave promise to such rare 
blossoming, and because of it, if rumor 
carries truth, .the miracle of last year is 
now no more than (the puddle on the 
hearthrug. 



No child ever had happier present or 
brighter future ■than did little I'aloma 
Schramm a little over a year ago. 

Those who knew her best and studied 
her closest saw (that she was Illumined 
by the wondrous diglit of genius— thai 
radiiuice as beautiful and distant and 
intangible as the irretlescence of the rain- 
bow, and as runrriistukiible. Her environ- 
ment was ideally suited to the fostering 
of her genius. In the miiilst of music, 
sunshine and flowers and love she grew 
a sound, strong, healthy, joyous, artless, 
sensitive child, impressionable, and poet- 
ic, seeking naturally to express herself 
in inutile. 

She was just a simply, luippy child in 
a tranquil home. 

The home wus in the out-skirls of LiOS 
Angeles— a modest adobe 'house in a 
semi-tropical .garden, with ! palms and 
eucalyptus and sweet. and-ypiey blossoms 
among whh'h itho bees hummed, tin? birds 
flattered and 'the Ibuiterllies bright-wing- 
ed went their ways. 

I'aloma, barefooted and in'bloomePS, as 
bright and joyous and lUnconsrfous and 
busy as any bird or butterfly bVbee, play- 
ed the •sunny days through with her lil- 
tle sister in 'that garden. They made 
mail pies, they ulressed and undressed 
their dolls and went housekeeping with 
them; they had their opera 'house and 
improvised operas, for which the dollies 
left olT housekeeping to be prima donnas; 
they ha«1 their ipet 'kittens tiud rabbits 
mil the lame wild Hove. that fluttered in- 
o th<' garden to its little namesake and 
has never left her; they 'hud their "act- 
ing bar," from which I'nloiua bung by 
the knees and on which she "skinned the 



cat" when the spirit 
she had what ordinary 
I n mined by the spark 
have no use for — a litlb 
the garden, to which -fib 
the breezes or The 'birds 
or the Hying el 
story, ami write : 
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fractions of notes that spell the language 
she talked to the world in. 

I'aloma has. from the time she was a 
toddling, prattling baby, given manifes- 
tations of her musical tendency. I'al- 
oma's father and mother are music-lov- 
ing Germans, the father a machinist and 
inventor, the mother combining (he Ger- 
man idealism and domesticity. While 
they were living here fbey were fond of 
going to the Tivoli. imd, after the Ger- 
man custom, took their 'baby -.girl with 
I hem. The little t wo-yen r-old. instead of 
drowsing and fretting like any ordinary, 
ircntless, ovcry-day y>inigKt,er, would list- 
en with obvious enjoyment, and murmur 
against the mother's .breast When the 
strain pleased her, "Pretfy2 Pretty!" 

'J-'rom blinking babyhood it has been 
her father's custom to lull her to sleep 
winb his guitar, and by (he tame s'he was 
throe and a half years olrt she could 
sins .the songs he played— before, indeed, 
she .(lould .pronounce the words. 

It was, Charming and unusual, the fond 
fatlwir iftiul mother thought, thai their 
little one showed such aptitude for music, 
but they attached no undue importance 
to it.

When she was nearly 
her father and mother toi 
Hinnia Jiueli sing in ,u Lol 
lil 111! child .drank in ever 
great opera', 1'liut floats far above many 
older heads. She stood throughout the 
performance .eui:u,pUii-cil. The next diiy„ 
it is told, as .she played with her thrce- 
year-ohl siller in the garden, she hum- 
med "Lohengrin* 1 scores with extraor- 
dinary correctness, and out in the suni- 
njer-liouse she cast she family dolls for 
the great roles in tin; opera. 

Her father, swing Unit. s'Im> craved to 
lint) expression in inutile, begun to teach 
her what he knew, 'f'heii he bought her 
a piano and passed her oil to n more eff- 
fieicnt master. Petal by petal her ex- 
traordinary musical ability unfolded. Her 
skill was no mere precocity. Miwie was 
simply her medium of expression. She 
not only, little child as she wiks. inter- 
preted the thoughts of others with ex- 
traordinary understanding and sympa- 
thy, hut she put her own thoughts into 
music. 

Then the father and mother and the 
masters realized and admitted to each 
other without fear of ridicule (hat little 
Pal om a was no common child. They 
said among themselves she was Heaven- 
gifted. 

What other children tell in halting, 



improvise upon. The sights and sounds 
and .happenings of her little garden world 
were so many inspirations to her. She 
watched with childish wonder the pas- 
sage of a fluff! or cloud acro.-is the blue 
above her, with delighted eyes she fol- 
lowed a butterfly darling and dipping 
and poising, and the story of each she 
wove upon her piano. .She was taken 
up Mount Lowe, and stirred with the 
grandeur of the experience she .took pen- 
cil and paper to a window sill of the 
mountain inn and amid the jovial hub- 
bub of tourists she put •into music, with 
pretty fancy and good descriptive power, 
the incidents of this, to her, most won- 
derful journey. Until she was nearly 
nine years old the little girl led an idyllic 
life for one so gifted: Lovingly tended 
and carefully sheltered, surrounded by 
the most peaceful and pleasant condi- 
tions, she lived the trauquil iifi: ot a 
normal, happy child. She was early to 
bed and early to rise. She romped in 
the garden with her little sinter, or found 
dear companionship in her pioan. She 
did not even have the excitement of 
school life, for she and her little sister 
wvrp taught at home by the mother. Her 
chief excitement and stimulation eiuiie 
from the encouragement of the great 
ones ill the musical world. I'adcrwiski 
good-naturedly consented to be bored by 
the parade of the infant prodigy when he 
visited Lis Angeles, and when she lin- 
ished playing for him he snatched her 
from the piano stool and exclaimed with 
delight that she indeed had genius. Catn- 
panari showered praise upon her. Melba 
gave her an audience, and when she. lis- 
tened to her playing enthusiastically em- 
braced her; and next day when the diva 
sang little I'aloma sat in a box near by 
to listen and (he great artist and (he lit- 
tle aspirant threw kisses to each other 
across (he fool lights. 

In her happy surroundings little I'alo- 
ma was as much in her element as wars 
tin. little "Snow SLter" in the frosty 
wind-swept garden plot. 

Then heavy-footed, blundering mater- 
ialism came tramping in- 

Why not market the building genius— 
a little of it at «ny rate'.' It seemed, in 
truth, like ttoutlng fortune in the face 
not to do it. And what harm could it do 
anyhowV Was not I'aloma a sturdy, 
healthy, plump little girl None of your 
finicky, pale-faced little sprites, with 
thin little sticks or arms and legs, ami 
blue rings round her eyes, but brown 
and solid, a regular outdoor youngster, 
never sick ill her life! 

So her father, life a practical, "com- 
mon-sensible " man, set her to contvrt- 
giving. He was well-meaning, too. A 
child of Paloma's genius needs special 
and expensive education, and the harvest 
of hard cash the concert tour would yield 
would go a long way towards develop- 
ing nature's gift, he figured. 

The little fair-haired child, with the 
shining eyes of an enthusiast and nerves 
a tune, was taken out of her garden 
playground. She was exhibited first, in 
Los Angeles, in Simpson Tabernacle, 
tin- largest auditorium there. It holds 
•J.."(ll) people, and it was crowded for her 
debut. A report of the event says that 
"her reception was such a triumph as 
falls to (he lot of few mature artists. 
Her playing wan greeted with .shouts of 
applause from an audience that rose to 
its feet. At tin? conclusoin of the con- 
cert the people lingered for fully an hour 
to gaze aipon or shake hands with the 
fascinating little artiste." 

Then she was brought to San Fran- 
cisco, where she and her father and mo- 
ther and little sister and a lame wild 
dove lived together in a couple of down- 
town rooms — very comfortable and pleas- 
ant and all (hat, no doubt— but there Was 
on garden and no playground no bloom- 
ers and bare feet, no free tumbling about 
on the good brown earth in the golden 
sunshine, no bubbling of music at na- 
ture's gentle touch. She ate at restaur- 
ants, and went to the park for outings, 
and had hand-clappings and braves for 
inspiration. Then- were some twelve*or 
inspiration. There were some twelve or 
thirteen concerts here, at which "the au- 
dience was invited to offer simple motifs, 
upon which she would improvise and 
weave interesting bits of music" 

PaJonia was interviewed and made 
much of. She was flattered and spoiled, 
so far as it was possible (o .spoil so sweet 
a ehibl. She found naturally a new de- 
light in the interest she excited. "I 
love," she said in a little statement of 
her own, "to play in concerts before Sun 
Francisco people. Although at lirst my 
audiences were quite small, I was much 
pleased to set- that they grew larger, and 
seemed to enjoy my music. I love to 
play lor people who love music." 

From San Francisco, instead of being 
taken back to the tranquility of home- 
life, to her garden and her (bills and her 
•'nrling bur" and her pets, to the good 
honest dirt and the sunshine and simple 
way-., she was taken on a long concert 
tour that extended from San Francisco 
to'Xcw York, from .New York to Mexico, 
from .Mexico to London. She was rat- 
tled about mi rushing (rains; she was 
housed and fed in the economical way 
that her frugal German parents found 
expedient, and not with the sumptuous 
care that a .Melba surrounds herself. She 
wus, as her little statement shows, anx- 
ious about the size and sensitive to the 
appreciation of her audiences. She 
pumped the well of inspiration improvis- 
ing for them: she strained the delicate 
childish •nerves to please them. 

She is something different to the ordin- 
ary Child performer piping a coon song 
or llhttiag (en-inch petticoats in "buck 
ami whig" or cake walk. Her walk i 
no mere' imHiltivc cuteness. It is creat 
ivc — she gave of that within her. The 
telegraph says she gave too much, and 
indignant Nature, it seems, has entered 
a protest. • 

The father's agent denies thirt 3 little 
Paloma has broken down under tb 
strain of money-making or that she is 
seriously injured, bul there ace lo be 
more concerts at which she will play 
and improvise, at least not for a long, 
long time — and only lime will tell if 
again a well-meaning "common-sensible" 
man has dissolved u snow image and left 
but a puddle on a hearth-rug. 



WILL CANADA LACK FUEL? 

A United States Consul Who Predicts 
That Resort Must lie Had to Peat. 

According to a report from A. G. Sey- 
fert, United States consul at Stratford, 
Out., the nuvst serious- problem that 
confronts the Canadian people of the 
future is material for fuel. The gigantic 
lumber industries ami the great annual 
forest, tires, he writes, have so denuded 
the limber urea of Ontario that the 
people are thoroughly alarmed about the 
•future fuel supply. Hard wood for fuel 
is now worth from $(i to -fS n cord, and 
soft, from S.'i to $5, while anthracite coal, 
which is all imported from the United 
States, costs a ton in his part ot' the 
Dominion. 'Hie item of fuel is there- 
fore one of the heaviest, expenses 
every housekeeper in this latitude of 
long aim sue:* w' cers. An ordinary 
residence Will con- i.mo not less than $100 
worth of fuel in u yi ar. It has be 
well known for years that there w< 
extensive beds of peat hogs in Canada, 
and particularly in the province of On 
tario. .An effort has been made during 
the past six months to utilize this pro- 
duct of nature, la Ireland, Wales, Hol- 
land and Bavaria peat has long beei 
the chief fuel used by the poor. '1 he re 
cent invention of machinery by means 
of which vast areas of hitherto unused 
bogs can be converted into marketabli 
peat, has opened up a new Canadian in 
dustry. . „ . 

The origin of peat bogs is well under 
stood. They occur in low situations oi 
where some 'unfinral or artificial obstacb 
impedes the drainage. Abundant mols 
tare favors the growth of a low ordei 
of i>la als. such as the sphagnum mosses 
This plant is noted for its absorption of 
water. Its structure is that of re 
voirs in successive layers, which are kept 
tilled by capillary attraction, even when 
the plant itself is above water level. 
The same properties of the moss tend 
also to its decay. It requires a constant 
supply of moisture, yet it is continually 
pumping up to the surface of its tufts 
the water in which it stands, thus pro- 
moting evaporation, while at the same 
time, by regularly decaying at the roots, 
it deposits the detritus which adds to 
the solid contents of the hogs- This 
process goes on until the bog is raised 
above the level of the surface waters 
when sphagnum vegetation ceases. 

The best authorities say that, there are 
100,01)0 acres of (his undeveloped peat 
bog in Ontario, principally in the counties 
of Perth, Welhllld and Essex. The 
largest urea lies in the county of Perth, 
eight miles north of the city of Strafford, 
on the Geand Trunk railroad, that ex- 
tends from Port Dover to Owen Sound. 
Here is a swamp of -10,000 acres, with 
u depth of peat that varies from a foot 
to twenty feet. About a year ago tin 
Canadian Peat Fuel Company was or 
ganizisl, and early ill the summer active 
operations to put the fuel upon the mar- 
ket began. 

The process of manufacturing it u 
follows: The peat is cut and air-dried, 
lifter which it is pulverized by being 
passed through a picker, and autdmnti- 
eallv deposited ill a hopper which feeds 
a steel tube about two inches in diam- 
eter and fifteen inches long. The pul- 
verized peat is forced through tills tube 
by pressure and formed into cylindrical 
blocks three inches in length and almost 
equal in density to anthracite coal. The 
fuel is non-friable and weather-proof by 
reason of its solidity and the extreme 
glaze imparted to it by friclional con- 
tact with forming dies. The Inherent 
moisture of the peat is reduced to 12 per 
cent, of the moss. In weight it com- 
pares with coal as follows: Eighty-three 
pounds per cubic foot of peat equals 
seventy-three pounds of bituminous or 
ninety-three pounds of anthracite coal- 
It is claimed for peat that it is superior 
to coal in its absolute freedom from sul- 
phur and the absence of smoke, soot, 
dust and clinkers during consumption. 
In a great .measure this solves the prob- 
lem mf furnishing a cheap, clean, uni- 
form and reliable fuel for all domestic 
purposes, as it is equally serviceable for 
grates, stoves, cooking ranges and fur- 
naces, giving a long, bright llame and 
intense beat almost from the moment of 
ignition. It has been tested in locomo- 
tives with excellent results, showing 
that rt.be thermal value of 100 pounds of 
peat is equal to Sto.lfi pounds of coal. 
It. was also tried at the power-house of 
the Metropolitan street railway, Toronto, 
and gave great satisfaction. The boat 
produced was much greater than that of 
coal, but it was K per .cent, deficient in 
lasting power. It requires but little 
draft and burns best in a shallow lire- 
box. 

The machinery used in manufacturing 
peat fuel is not expensive, and requires 
but little attention when in operation. 
The company claims that when those 
works are started il can produce com- 
pressed peal fuel for 00 cents a ton. If 
those claims can be fulfilled, it will only 
be a few years until artificial bent will 

bee e so' cheap that the struggling 

thousands of poor people will be Im- 
mensely Inmefited, while at the same 
time i( will also reduce the item of fuel 
tor transportation and manufacturing 
companies 1<> a minimum.

Let 
us see If we cim get some comprehension of 
what these figures represent— of the mere 
material loss that they stiind for. Poogh- 
keepsle. New York; Bnngor, Maine; Cedar 
Rapids, lown; Now Albany, Indiana; for 
Instance, are among the most prosperous 
cities In their respective States. In dally 
activities, In churches and schools, In fac- 
tories and stores, they are about equivalent 
to the efforts of the same number of per- 
sons as are confined In asylums for the In- 
sane that the State of New York Is compel- 
led to support. In other words, the popula- 
tion of those asylums Is nearly equal to 
that of one of the country's Important 
cities. If the comparison could be carried 
further, and we could ascertain the number 
of ordinary paupers, deaf and dumb, blind 
crippled, idiotic, epileptic, asylums and 
hospital inmates, and of other public and 
semi-public philanthropic and correctional 
Institutions, the burden which misfortune 
ind crime put upon too self-supporting 
would assume appalling proportions. The 
most that we can do now In that direction 
i to state that the census of 1800 gave, in 
partial enumeration of these clnsees, 
umber at 1)0,520. This was larger than 
lie population then returned for the flour- 
ishing cities of Syracuse. New York; Colum- 
bus, Ohio; Worcester, Massachusetts; or 
Richmond, Virginia. Apparently the num- 
ber of Insane has since Increased fifty per 
enl. If there has been a like Increase all 
along the line of the dependent and re- 
strained classes, as Is not Improbable, their 
growth lias been much larger than that of 
the normal masses.— Henry McMIllen, In 
Leslie's Weekly.

.V hailstorm almost cyclonic in its 
nature descended on the town of Fair- 
view with terrific violence a low days 
ago. the residents thinking for a short 
time thai buildings were in danger.

wind howledifhrongli ll anyons, strong 

enough to shatter pieces of glass. Heavy 
packing boxes were picked up anil car- 
ried for half a mile So wild was the 
storm that an old rancher hailing from 
Kansas burst into tears ami said it 
made him home-sick. Following the 
wind storm came a deluge of hail-stones, 
following in the narrow path of the 
wind. The stones 'were of huge size, 
stripping the leaves off the trees, killing 
young game and doing much general 
damage. Wherever the hail struck win- 
dows it smashed them. The stones were 
of enormous size, many of the larger 
ones going by actual measurement one 
inch and a half in diameter. 

The Indians in the Osoyoos and Oknn- 
agan hike districts have again feasted 
this year, as they did last, on the kikini. 
a fish which has schooled in millions near 
the beach. They come in a certain time 
each year, and in a mysterious fashion 
stay for ten days and disappear us mys- 
teriously. The fish are said to 4x» un- 
classified, but excellent food, resembling 
kind-locked salmon.

The trouble about all these 
idle tales Is that the less you know the 
more you can believe them, and the more 
you know the more childish they seem. 
In using this hist expression we have, 
of course, to apologize to many largely-read 
but half-educated people who take a su- 
perstitious delight In such fetish legends 
ns that of the coronation stone. There Is 
little doubt that the stone became a fetish 
or mascot in very remote times, having 
been used lu Scotland as a coronation seat 
when clrcumsteances or civilization afforded 
no better, and either through some weird 
or through long use got to be regarded as 
having some sort of luck or charm about 
It. The use of It was not without Its 
effect in reconciling Scotland to union with 
England, and the custom of using It Is so 
ancient that almost nobody would like to 
nee It broken through, and probably most 
people have Just, enough or fetishism left 
In i hem to Imagine some III luck as a result 
of such a trespass on usage. Tlie associa- 
tion of tills stone with the stone of Bethel 
is a fairy tale.

ground — I'etu (null's fn moils $.1,158 lump 
of gold, ItiUen out of Big Alex. Unction 
aid's "bank" at 34 Eldortldo. tjeorge 
[{. Maxwell, M.P., was another passen- 
ger down, disembarking at Vancittver, 
his return home being saddened by h" 
lac; thai he is a very, very sick man. 
Indeed the iillicers of the Tees express a 
doubt as to the probability of his recov- 
ering from tin- intestinal trouble mat 
lias come upon him during his la-t lew 
weeks in the North, Other passengers 
by the Tees confirm the news brought by 
the Cottage City and Seattle, <»£ the de- 
struction by lire (in the I8t!l instant of 
the fishing and cannery village of Klu- 
wok. Prince of Wales Island, the North 
Pacific Trading and Canning Co.'s f c- 
tory and plant, together with 8,000 cases 
of this season's pack being consume I. 
The lire originated in the varnish loom 
of tlie cannery, the lacquer being lush 
combustible ami highly inllamable, and 
spread with the rapidity of thought, ob- 
literating both tlie annex iii which it 
hail its origin, and the cannery, together 
with fifteen or twenty detached houses 
that had been the homes of the fisher- 
men. As insurance rates in that distant 
corner of the world are prohibitively 
high, the &100.000 destruction of pro- 
ami associate industries, such as the 
oil ma nu factory, were under the man- 
agement of Ca |d a in A. S. Wudleigh, one 
of the foremost stockholders, who is now 
on the Sound. Naturally everyone in 
Skagway when the Tees sailed, was still 
showing the earthquake face, the reports 
of experiences at the various inland 
imitits still monopolizing attention. A 
Victorian just out from Dawson among 
the Tees' passengers reports that tlie 
railway did tint escape absolutely, as co- 
incident with the Inst shake prior to the 
one which the seismograph recorded on 
Saturday, a landslide occurred just mi 
the other side of the summit, which 
tore up n considerable seel ion of track, 
but fortunately involved neither fatality 
nor serious financial damage. At Me- 
Kinley creek, according to a lute issue 
of the Dispatch, three different shocks 
were experienced mi Sunday week, tlie 
one shortly after 12 o'clock being par 
tieularly severe. The la-itch party of 
several men were in their cabin and fur 
a while thought it would be thrown 
down upon them before they could reach 
the open air. (Jetting outside, they could 
see the trees in the neighborhood waring 
to :niil fro as fur as tlie eye could dis- 
cern them; but the most reranrkable 
thing was the crushing and cracking of 
the glaciers surrounding th" mines. 
Lo'ng after the earthquake hud ceased 
the glaciers could lie heard cracking, 
breaking and falling as the scattered 
bodies of these immense fields of ice set- 
tled into more compact positions. Dur- 
ing this same earthquake week the body 
of Geo. Sanger, who was drowned near 
tlie head of JleKinley creek last June, 
was found about 200 yards above the 
falls at the month of JleKinley creek. 
It was badly decomposed and was burled 
without further investigation. Ceo. San- 
ger was one of the party of ten men 
which I'. D. Whitehead sent into the 
Ppi-cupinc country hist, June, He had his 
pack on his back ami was making his 
way along the edge of the creek when 
a boulder (became dislodged from natural 
cause-, rolled down the mountain side, 
struck him on the bead and knocked 
him into the stream, lie never strug- 
gled, and tiie supposition was that he 
was killed Instantly. A pack was still 
strapped to the body, which makes Col. 
Whitehead feel certnin that the body 
was that of pom- Stinger. As tlie Mr- 
Kinley creek parly that brought this 
news wen mi their way down from the 
mines, which are about three miles renin 
Porcupine city, they heard it reported 
that discovery claim on Porcupine creek, 
together w;ith threi other claims adjoin- 
ing, had been sold to parties represented 
by (leu. Knob, the manager of (he Can- 
adian gi p mi McKinley creek, for 

$100,000. The claims which are said In 

have b i sold were owned by -lack Dal- 

tou, S. \Y. Mix. John Fi'nley, Perrv 
Wiley and others. They have been 
working the mini's during the summer 
ami took considerable "old from them.

THE SIBERIAN RAILWAY. 

Immense Traffic on the C pleted Por- 
tion-Convict Labor Helps to 
Rush Construction. 

The Trans-Siberian railroad has just 
issued a prospectus, showing that for the 
completed portion of the road the busi- 
ness already enjoyed far exceeds any- 
thing ever anticipated. In 1808 there 
were carried 848,000 passengers and 
(ilti.litlli tons of freight- During the 
first two months of the present year the 
amount of freight transported came to 
283,333 tons. In the month of May, on 
tin; Centra! Siberian road, a branch line 
running southward into the interior, 
1,200 cars of freight were waiting two 
months for their turn to go over the road 
to the famine stricken district of Trans- 
baikal. 

During the first two months of the 
present year 150,000 settlers and work- 
men, other than those employed on the 
road, were carried along the line. On 
the western iMirtion of the line, since its 
organization, now switches have been 
built, which will permit of the operating 
of ten trains a day. On this portion of 
the road the ."0 wooden bridges have 
been replaced by iron structures of the 
modern American pattern- The longest 
iron bridge, over the Yenisei, 2,800 fed 
long, is now ready for use, and will be 
Hie means of reducing the time to the 
Pacific Const ten hours. 

On the Transbaikal line nearly all the 
grading has been done, and oMit! miles of 
rails have been laid from Strcfensk and

PISH TRAPS AT EAIR1IA VEN. 

Their ( hitch This Season the Largest 
in History of Paget Sound. 

"The largos! run of salmon ever known 
on Puget- Sound occurred this year." said 
('. J. .M ('.Villi yesterday, who lias been in 
charge of lish trap No. 1,800, situated 
lit, Cape White Horn, seven miles from 
Blaine, tins summer. The trap, Is a pact 
of the system of the Pacific 'American 
b'ish Company, ol Chicago, which lias 
during [lie past year made many large 
and valuable improvements In their plant 
on the Sound until they claim to-day the 
largest and host equipped fish plant for 
catching and packing or curing lish in the 
Northwest. 

'"The manner of catching salmon on 
the Sound differs materially frmn the 
river fisheries." said Mr. McNali. "Our 
traps consist of a lead ami three com- 
partments, The lead is a net that runs 
below tin trap proper for a distance of 
say fifty yards, the lish swimming up the 
Sound strike this net and at once sheer 
off and come into the first compartment 
of flic trip proper, the 'pot,' I-'rmn then 
they swim into the second compartment 
culled the 'big and little hearts,' and 
from there they go direct into the 'spiller' 
and there the career of the salmon as a 
lire lish ends. 

"During tin- past summer we have had 
runs of as hi-.li as (10,000 lish in tril| 
l.Slll), .ill sockeyc salmon, and the lish 
would average fully eight pounds each. 
The season's catch will amount to over 
275,01X1 lish mid the fall catch of silver 
salmon in Hood Canal is yel to come. 

"Tlie average shipments of lish, can 
lied, from Kuirhuven this season hm 
been from live to fifteen ear loads n day 
in addition to this car load of humpbucl 
salmon have been salted and shipped 
East. 

"We (•nlcll seine queer things in m 
traps," said Mr. MeXab. "During tl 
past season we have caught fur seals, 
porpoises, dogfish, devil fish and a lot of 
things thai we did not try to name. The 
fur seals we skinned ami sold the hides, 
the dogfish and porpoises went to the fer- 
tilizer ami the rest of the menagerie we 
turned loose or killed. 

'"During the coming winter the i-mn- 
pnny is going lo lish for all kinds of the 
finny tribe. Cod. herring, smelt, muck- 
orel, sardines ami everything else edible 
are to he taken and packed. If tlie 
plans are curried out Eairliaven m-\i 
year will have one of the largest fisll 
packing establishments in the world.'*— 
Post-Intelligencer.
